While others report the lonst number of | 
pounds of mille to make one pound of buts 
ter, Tnond you an experiment made by 'T. 
BH. Wadley, Hx-mayor of the munteypatity 
of Hadley, with a grade Durham two years 
old Leifer fed on bright clover and ‘Timothy 
hoyy wilh twenty pounds of Swede turnip 
daily, it boing the poorest cow in his dairy 
which ho supposed,provious to experiment, 
to be one of the beat of bie ages that ia 
judging it ns moat do by the quantity of 
milk givoo. Trial ono weok—number ot 
pounds of milk, two hundred and forty 
flya ; amount of buttor, three pounds. 

Tlie beat cow wae a high grade Durham, 
ning years old, weighing One thousand, 
four hundred pounds. Result of best trial 
from July 6th to September 5, both daya 
inclusi sixty-three days, Weight 
milk, three thousand three hundred 
fifty pounds; butter ono bundred and 
twenty-six pounds, Greatest amount of 
buttér made in one week, eighteen pounds. 
Cow fed on the beat of clover and Timothy 
pasture with 4 gts, (7 lbs.) corn meal daily, 
Tho week in whieh eighteen pounds of 
butter wore made, was the last week of tho 
trial, when the weathor was cool, and she 
hud o fresi run io the fleld of aftermath 
clover, 

The firat experiment shows that a cow 
should not be judged by the quantily of 
milk given, a8 in this case it took a traction 
over eightyzone pounds of milkto make a 
pound ot butter, 

The other experiment, it took a fraction 
over twenty-six pounds of milk to make 
ono pound of butter; making a difference 
of three hundred and twenty per cent, in the 
quality of milk in de same butter dairy. 

Quite a discrepancy in the quality of 
milk for buttor purposes, while if a similar 
experiment Was made for making the same 
mill into cheeso, it ia presumed the intrin- 
asic valuo would not have been so wide 
apart, In other words some cow’s mill is 
rich in casein and defloient in butter, while 
otheré are rich’ in butter and deficient in 
casein, '

mented. with by way of setting ber milk 
by itself, and labelling the pans containing

-A letter from St. Pauls, Manitoba, dated 
August 9th, received this morning; gives a 
fearful account of the dea 
by grasshoppers, 


ie 
round around it well burned to protect it 
rom fire. We suffered more from fire last 
year than you can imagine. But another 
great plague has come’ upon us. The 
grashoppers haye made their appearance in 
clouds, and on some ofthe barley and 
whieat fields there are’ seyen or eight on 
Whole fields have been Inid 
bare at Headingly, Sturgeon “Creek * and 
Stinking River, and they, still keeping 
moying alongin great numbers. About 
three o’clock on Thuraday, the 8th, we 
were busy in the hay field, when our atten- 
tion was drawn to the clouds of grasshop- 
pers flying,past, which at first looked like 
masses of thistle topsin the air, Butina 
moment morea dark cloud obscured the 
sun; and the noise of ‘the’ grasshoppers as 
thoy flew past and swarmed into the fields 
was tremenduous, ,They .were so, thick 
that we were obliged to leave work and go 
tocamp. There has been a great deal of 
grain cut witbin the last twenty-four hours 
and the weather: being dark, is the best 
time for them to eat. The price of wheat 
has gone up and fenrg are entertained of a 
scarcity. Atthe Portage the plague has 
not made its appearance yet. The river

,water is unfit for man or beast,” 
The Manitoba, Gaeette of tho 10th inat,,

gives the following additional particulars 


of the ravages of the grasshopper: 

“This peat of Manitoba made its appear- 
ance in this town, on Tuesday last about mid.‘ 
day, and has increased in number, 

“On their way here they have destroyed all 
the young crops, and garden stuff over which 
they have passed, It was hoped by many, 
that the high wind which prevailed during 
the greater part of Tuesday, would have 
driven theni back south; but they have in- 
Sreased in such numbers that ‘they may be 
soon clustering to the eaves of houses, and on 
fences like masses of bees awarming, 

“They have devoured all the late crops in 
the neighborhood of Headingly and at other 
points on the Assiniboine River, and on Fri« 
day the wind was driving them towards 
Pointe de Chene, 4 

“They have already begun to deposit their 
eges which will remain in the ground until 
next year, when these will be hatched and 
send forth awarme of young grasshoppers to 
devour early spring crops; unless they are 
driven out of the country by some influence, 
which will be nothing short of Providéntial.”

British Exports of Fuel, 


A recontretarn to thie British Parliament 
respecting tho expors of fuel from the 
British Islands durirg 1871, is exciting deep 
interest in the Mother country, 19 conse- 
quence of the recent increase 1a the price 
ofcoal, The export, Jast year, of cinders 
amonnted® to $41,805 tons, and of patent 
foel, to 198,115 tonx, ‘Tne coal trade is a 
more serious affair, the exports of the yoar 
reaching « total of not less than 12,208,009 
fons, an advance of upwards of a million 
tons on the exports for the previous year, 
The chief port whence itis shipped is, ot 
course Naweastle, which last year thus dis. 
posed of 3,238,038 tons, more than one 
quarter of the total export, Cardiff comes 
second with shipments amounting to 
2,020, 708 tons, and Sunderland third with 
1,540,844 tops. Having regard to its posi~ 
tion in relation to the co } delds the export 
from London is conaiderable, amounting as 
it did last year, to 91,0051ons, The prince 
pal drain comes front Germany, which 
takes 2,881,804 tona—more than Oardiff 
could supply if Germany were its sole cug- 
tomer. France follow) () :rmany in the list 
with an import of 1,9%9,227 tons. All the 
nations of the earth, om China (which in 
1871 took 90,575 tons) to Peru (which in 
the same period received 109,393 tone) go 

_ to England for coal, aud they paid foritin a 
Fingle year, exclusive of freight charges, 
£5,759,680. No “sing’s foreign country, 
however, draws from the coal fields asupply 
as large as London unwually requires. In 
1871 London received ty sea alone 2,762,- 
712 tons, and if we nd to this what daily 
reaches thé metropolis by the various lines 
of railway, we shall tw able to form some 
conception of the amoke producing powers 
of the great city and its suburbs.
